T was in the spring of the year 1894 that 
| alii London was interested, and the 
fashionable world dismayed, by the 
murder of the Honorable Ronald Adair 
under most unusual and inexplicable cir- 
cumstances. The public has already 
learned those particulars of the crime 
Which came out in the police investigation, 
but @ good deal was suppréssed upon that 
@ccasion, since the case for the prosecu- 
tion was so overwhelmingly strong that it 
Was not necessary to bring forward ail the 
Gacts. Only now, at the end of.nearly ten 
Pears, am I allowed to supply those miss- 
ing Mnke which make up the whole of that 
femarkable chain. The crime was of in- 
terest in itself, but that interest was as 
mothing to me compared to the inconceiva- 
ble sequel, which afforded me the greatest 
ehock and surprise of any event in my ad- 
Venturous life. Even now, after this long 
4nterval, I find myself thrilling as I think 
of it, and feeling once more that sudden 
flood of joy, amazement and incredulity 
which utterly submerged my mind. Let 
me say to that public, which has shown 
some interest in those glimpses which I 
have occagionally given them of the 
thoughts and actions of a very remarkable 
man, that they are not to blame meif I have 
not shared my knowledge with them, for I 
should have considered it my first duty to 
have done so, had I not been barred by a 
positive prohibition from his own lips, 
which was only withdrawn upon the third 
of last month. 

It can be imagined that my close Inti- 
macy with Sherlock Holmes had interested 
meé deeply in crime, and that after his dis- 
appearance I never failed to read with care 
the various problems wihch came before 
the: public. And I even attempted, more 
than once, for my own private satisfac- 
tion, to employ his methods in their s0- 
lution, though with indifferent success. 
There was none, however, which appealed 
to me itke this tragedy of Ronald Adair. 
As I read the evidence at the inquest, 
‘which led up to a.verdict of wilful mur- 
der against some person or persons un- 
known, I realized more clearly than | had 
ever done the loss which the community 
had sustained by the death of Sherlock 
Hlolmes.- There were points about this 
strange Business which would, J was sure, 
have specially appealed .to him, and the 
efforts of tle police would have been sup- 
plementéd, or more probably anticipated, 
by the trained observation of the alert 
mind of the first criminal agent in Europe. 
All day, as I drove upon my round, I 
turned over the cise in my mind, and 
found no explanation which appeared to 
me to be adequaic. At the risk of telling 
a twice-told tale. | will recapitulate the 
facts as they were known to the public 
at the conclusion of the inquest. 

The Hon. Ronald Adair was the second 
son of the Earl of Maynooth, at that time 
governor of one of the Australian colonies. 
Adair’s mother had returned from Aus- 
trala io undergo the operation for cata- 
.fact, and she, her son Ronald, and her 
daughter Hilda were living together at 427 
Park Lane. The youth moved in the best 
séciety—had, so far as known, no enemies 
and no’ particular vices. He had been en- 
geged to Miss Edith Woodley of Car- 
stairs, but the engagement had been bro- 
ken off by mutual consent some months 
before, and there was no sign that it had 
left any very profound feeling behind it. 
For the rest the man’s life moved in a 
Marrow and conventional circle, for his 
habits were quiet and his nature unemo- 
‘tinal, Yet it was upon this easy-going 
young aristocrat that death came, in a 
@most strange and wnexpected form, be- 
tween the -hours of 10 and 11:20 on the 
night of Mareh 30, 18%. 

Ronald Adair was fond of cards—playing 
continually, but never for such stakes as 
would hurt him. He was a member of 
the Baldwin, the Cavendish and the Baga- 
‘tejle card clubs. It was shown that, after 
dinner on the day of his death, he had 
played a rubber of whist at the latter club. 
He bad also played there in the afternoon. 
The evidence of these who had played 
with him—Mr. Murray, Sir John Har- 
ay and Col. Moran—showed that the 
@ame was whist, and that there was a 
fairly equa! fall of the cards. Adair might 
have lost five pounds, but not more. His 
fortune was a considerable one, and such 
a loss could noi in any way affect him. 
He had played nearly every day at one 
elub or other, bit he was @ cautious play- 
‘er, and usually rose a winner. It came 
out in evidence that, in partnership with 
Col. Moran. he had actually won as much 
as £40 in a sitting, some weeks before, 
from Godfrey Milner and Lord Balmoral. 
Bo much for his recent history as it came 
out at the inquest. 

-On the evening of the crime he returned 
from the club exactly at 10. His mother 
and sister were out spending the evening 
with a qplation. The servant deposed that 
she heard him enter the front room on 
the second floor, geneially used as his sit- 
ting room.

Suppose a man 
had fired through the window, he would 
indeed be a remarkable shot who could 
with a revolver inflict so deadly a wound, 
Again, Park Lane is a frequented thor- 
oughfare; there is a cabstand within a 
hundred yards of the house. No one had 
heard a shot. And yet there was the dead 
man, and there the revolver bullet, which 
had mushroomed out, as soft-nosed bui- 
lets will, and so inflicted a wound which 
must have caused instantaneous death. 
Such were the circumstances of the Park 
Lane Mystery, which were further complj- 
cated by entire absence of motive, since, 
as I have said, young Adair was not known 
to have any enemy, and no attempt had 
been made to remove the money or vai- 
uables in the room. 

All day I turned these facts over in my 
mind, endeavoring to hit upon some the- 
ory which could reconcile them all, and to 
find that line of least resistance which my 
poor friend had declared to be the start- 
ing point of every investigation. I con- 
fess that I made little progress. In the 
eveling I strolled across the park and 
found myself about 6 o’cleck at the Ox- 
ford street end of Park Lane. A group of 
loafers upon the payements, all Staring up 
at & particular window, directed me to the 
house which I had come to see. .A tall, 
thin man with colored glasses, whom I 
strongly suspected of being a plain-clothes 
detective, was pointing out some theory of 
his own, while the others crowded round 
to listen to what he said. I got as near 
him as I could, but his observations seemed 
to mé@ to be absurd, so I withdrew again in” 
some disgust. As I did so I struck against 
an elderly, deformed man, who had been 
behind me, and I knocked down several 
books which he was carrying. I remember | 
that as 1 picked them up, I observed the 
title of one of them, “The Origin of Tree 
Worship,’’ and it struck me that the fel- 
low must be some poor bibliophile, who, 
either as a trade or as a hobby, was a col- 
lector of obscure volumes, I endeavored 
to apologize for the accident, but it was 
evident that these books which I had so 
unfortunately mialtreated were very pre- 
cious objects in the eves of their owner.

giving an unknown adventurer un- 
limited write-ups and give him a stock 
in trade without any charge. The re- 
sult of this soliloquy wes an arrange- 
ment with this wheelbarrow pusher 
to push a wheelbarrow the rest of his 
trip having nothing but Blanke's ad- 
vertising on it.

get their figure. The result of this 
is a clock designed like a coffee pot 
in many prominent corners of the 
city telling the people to drink

day. This is also “something differ- 
ent” and has proven a good adver- 
tisement.

This representative showed some sur- 
prise at what he thought were curious 
questions asked him concerning his au- 
tomobile, but the result of this interview 
was the placing of an order for an auto- 
mobile to carry 45 people at a time to 
travel between our factory and the 
World's Fair grounds during the 
World's -Fair, and after the Worlhil’s 
Fair was over to be used as a 
heavy truck for hauling freight to and 
from the depots. This will be a 
“Bilanke’s Coffee Automobile."’ Ar- 
rangement was made with a specially 
organized company to run this automo- 
bile during the World's Fair, and carry 
our advertisement on it, to make their 
starting point at our factory, and after 
the World's Fair was over this com- 
pany to take the automobile at a 
stipulated price and use it for haul- 
ing freight. This is also “something 
different.” 

TRAIN LOADS. 


About four years ago there happened 
to be two steamers to come into the 
port of New York about the same 
time, each one carrying 2000 bags 
of coffee for us from the coffee-grow- 
ing countries, all of Which were ready 
for shipping about the same time. 
It occurred to us that this was a lit- 
tle out of the ordinary. Four thou- 
sand bags of coffee in one shipment, 
besides there were about 1000 bags 
specially selected from the New York 
market to be shipped about the same 
time, making in all about 5000 bags 
of coffee.

thing left to do would be to have a 
cut of the train of cars’as it ap- 
peared ready for shipmént. We had 
a photograph of it taken, had a cut 
of it’ made and advertised the fact 
in the daily papers. It caused quite 
a lot of comment. Many in the busi- 
ness could hardly realize it. Retail 
merchants: doubted the veracity of 
the statement, but like all other 
stateménts that we make regarding 
our .goods or our business, can al- 
ways be verified. Since that time’ we 
have had many more trainloads and 
frequently announced same to the 
public. Once since then we had two 
trainloads in one shipment, although 
the two*of them were not again as 
large as the trainloads we had the 
first time, but they were both good 
size trains at that. 


When the matter of a World's Fair 
was first suggested, I at once took 
great interest in same, because I 
realized that it would be the making 
of a great city of St. Louis, and 
would advertise it to the world. St. 
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Louis cannot be advertised unless the 
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business houses of St. Louis are ad- 
vertised with it, especially those who 
are doing advertising in their own 
business. Besides this advertising 
of the city it would offer such an ex- 
traordinary opportunity for every in- 
dividual business house to advertise 
and promote their business; conse- 
quently, I at once commenced to lay 
plans to get the most out of it. 


The first move we made was to or- 
der about one hundred and twenty- 
five thousand (125,090) cups and sau- 
cers, handsomely decorated with our 
trademark, to offer free to the restaur- 
ant concessionaires providing. they 
used our coffee and served it properly.

the chance of this party being served 
with several good cups of coffee be- 
fore leaving the Fair was much bet- 
ter, as most of the concessionaires 
who made contracts with us, I am 
pleased to say, furnished nearly at 
all times a good cup of coffee. But 
these features dlone were not enough 
to accomplish what I was after, 
namely, to make every visitor to St. 
Loulgs hear or see something of 
Blanke’s Coffee above everything else, 
and with this object in view I re- 
frained from connecting myself with 
anything on the World's Fair grounds 
not connected indirectly in some way 
with my business. Every enterprise 
that I took any interest in was with 
the object of promoting my, coffee 
and tea business. 


Some of the most tempting propo- 
sitions of making money were put 


before me, and some of which have 
since turned out to be big money- 
makers, but I refrained from inter- 
esting myself in any because they did 
not help me carry out my object,

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one of the best temporary hotel sites 
because the inducements offered me 
were that I could have all the adver- 
tising space connected with same. I, 
in connection with another business 
concern, had an electric sign in con- 
nection with this hotel, and I believe 
this sign was seen by more people 
than any sign in the world. I thought 
in connection with all this advertis- 
ing the visitors to St: Louis should 
also see: something of Blanke’s Cof- 
fees when away from the World's 
Fair grounds, so I had made the larg- 
est automobile ever built for carry- 
ing visitors, which bears a sign on 
all sides “BLANKE .COFFEE.” It 
is now known as the “BLANKE 
COFFEE AUTOMOBILE.” 

We also made arrangements with a 
street sprinkling concern, who carry 
our advertisement on all their sprink- 
ling wagons in the best districts of 
the city; so I.congratulate myself 
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By hard work and close attention w® 
succeeded in getting three-fourths of 
the concessionaires to make a con- 
tract to use our coffee; this against 
the open field of all the leading 
houses in the United States compet- 
ing with us for the business; but 
long before the World's Fair opened 
I realized there would be one objec- 
tion to this and that was the boom- 
erang it might give us through some 
of these concessionaires serving poor 
coffee. This of course could be over- 
come in a way by showing them and 
helping them make good coffee. but 
still, you cannot go in their kitchen 
and tell them that the coffee-making 
was not receiving the proper atten- 
tion, and was being neglected; so I 
coneluded to get as many cafe con- 
cessions to operate under our own 
management. where I could insist that 
the coffee served should be made per- 
fect at all times, as near as possibile. 
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now that I have accomplished what I 
began to plan several years ago when 
the World's Fair was first spoken of 
at the very first meeting wh at- 
tended that was called by the Mis- 
souril Historical Society to consider a 
proper celebration of the anniversary 
of the Louisiana Purchase. 


COFFEE Por. 


When the firm of C. F. Blanke & 
Co. first sprung into existence there 
was a certain coffee put up in Bos- 
ton in 3-pound cans which could be 
found in neariy every grocery store 
in this city. Up to the time the writ- 
er went inte business he had been 
selling goods on the road, but when 
he found this condition in St. Louts 
he said to himself, “Somebody must 
be asleep, and it looks to me as 


‘though it is the coffee merchants of 


this city.” There is no reason why 
Boston should sell so much coffee in 
St. Louls.

The re- 
sult was that about four years later 
there were only two or three stores 
in this cit that still handled this 
Boston cof tee. and if anybody would 
ask us today where he could get this 
coffee in this town we would not 
know of any one store where we 
could refer him to. This was brought 
about by giving the public a better 
coffee, and also a better way of pre- 
paring it. The result is that there 

more of this one coffee pot now 
in the United States than any

A WORLD'S FAIR SCOOP, 
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Michigan Trapper Says State 
Must Exterminate Beasts of 
Prey to Protect Game. 


MARQUETTE, Mich... Feb. 11.—In the 
opinion of C. V. Woodin, a trapper and 
hunter, familiarly known as “Curley,”’ who 
makes his headquarters in the woods near 
Republic, this county, if some systematic 
effort is not made soon to kill off the 
wolves, lynx and wildcats it will not be 
long before the deer in the upper pen‘n- 
sula, woods will become extinct. He urges 
that the state increase its bounty, as vari- 
ous counties in northern Michigan have 
already done, in the belief that it would 
be the means of inducing a war of exter- 
mination upon the ferocious animals that 
prey on protected game. 

The trapper writes of a number of cases 
of wholesale slaughter of deer by wolves 
that came under his personal observation. 
“In one instance twenty-two deer were kil- 
led by three’ wolves in one night. 

“In January, 1991, on the Fence river, | 
caught a large wolf in a No. 4 trap,’ adds

The description fitted his guest to a 
uicety so he sent word to the commanding 
officer at Fort Leavenworth with the re- 
sult that Lieut.

Previous his disappearance the first 
time, Lieut.

$5,000,000 Dam Will Be Built 
and Power Suplpied in 100- 
Mile Radius, 


Special io the Post-Dispatch. 

KBDOKUK, Io., Feb. 11.—After dreaming 
for a third of a century of the possibilities 
of such a project, the people of Keokuk 
have at last been authorized by Congress 
to harness the imemnse water power of 
the rapids of the Mississippi river, a few 
miles above this city. The bill authorizing 
construction of a $5,000,000 dam has just 
passed the Senate, having carried the 
House some months ago. It will be signed 
by the President, and immediately the final 
work of financing the project will be car- 
ried out. 

The immensity of the power that will be 
produced may be judged from the state- 
ment that the proposed dam will be the 
Sreatest p@wer-producer in the world, ex- 
cept the works at Niagara Falls and the 
Assouan dam in Egypt. The latter, how- 
ever, produces a great power only a lim- 
ited part of the vear. The Keokuk dam is 
expected to produce enough power to Op- 
erate all the manufactures of southeastern 
Iowa and adjacent parts of Illinois and 
Missouri, and then to leave a surplus which 
would warrant doubling the amount of 
manufacturing now carried on. 

It is calculated that the power, which 
will be converted into electric current and

DENVER, Colo., Feb. 11—This is just the 
simple story of a woman, but it is of one 
who was called upon to act, and who 
acted.

Iowa Housewife Has Reduced Cost 
of Maintaining Family to 
That for Each Person. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DES MOINBS, Io., Feb. 11.—“How to live 
on 5 cents a day as proclaimed by eastern 
professors is nothing new or wonderful,” 
said Mrs. W. H. McGuire, wife of a me 
chanic living at Thirty-eighth and Atkins 
streets, today. “When you come to figure 
up the means some people have for mak- 
lig a living, the wages paid and the limit- 
ed number of days of our manual laborers’ 
work it will sometimes be less. 

“Being the wife of a mechanic I deter- 
mined last year to see how far the wages 
of my husband would go and what we 
could save from his earnings. He receives 
$3.50 a day for eight hours’ work. Dur- 
ing the year 1904 he was employed 2 days; 
his total earnings all told amounted to 
$024. We have aix children in school, the 
oldest is nearly 18 and the youngest 6 
ycars of age. We Tent a house of eight 
rooms, with city water, in University place, 
for which we pay $15 per month, amount- 
ing to $180 a year. We do all of our own 
washing, ironing, cooking, baking at home, 
and paid for fuel $70, or 19.17 cents a day. 

Wearing apparel cost $186.94. The arti- 
cles purchased included everything neces- 
sary for wear, suits of clothes for male 
members, dresses for the girls, two over- 
coats, stockings, shoes, etc. For the re- 
placing of furniture, dishes, etc., $32.84. In 
the m llaneous column was placed doc- 
tor and dentists’ bills, car fare, life in- 
surance, lodge dues, union dues, etc., and 
amounted to $132.82. Ice and milk cost 
$24.25. One quart of\milk each day reached 
a2 total ofr . We managed to huve ice 
furnished for $3 per month and very warm 
days we put our milk and butter in the 
vellar. 

“Our personal property tax was % to 3%. 
Insurance on furniture was $2. The cost 
of maintenance of the family duri the 
year without mention of the’ groceries or 
butcher has taxcn $647.06, leaving $276.91 to 
furnish fvod for ey persons for 306 days. 

“Divided by 365 the amount left from _ 
husband’s carnings would leave for eac 
day, 7.87 cents, or a fraction less than

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Move to Establish a State Refin- 
ery Has Resulted in a Fight by 
the Standard That Has Aroused 
the People. 


FARMERS NOT AWED BY 
THE CRY OF SOCIALISM 


Corbine’s Reduction of Price to 
Appease ePople Taken as Proof 
of Its Extortion—Senate Passes 
Bill on to House. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TOPEKA, Kan.,, Feb. 11.—A great fight is 
on in the Kansas Legislature over the es- 
tablishment of a state oil refinery in Chau- 
tauqua County, the avowed intention of 
whigh {ts to smite the Standard OM Co., 
and break its monopoly in the Kansas 
oil fields. 

In the Senate, a bill appropriating $410,- 
000 for the purpose of establishing the re- 
finery has been favorably considered by 
the committee of the whole, and will be 
passed. In the House, it seems almost 
certain that a similar bill will be passed 
in spite of the opposition of the ‘‘adminis- 
tration’ leaders, headed by Gov. EB. W. 
Hoch and Speaker W. R. Stubbs of the 
House. The administration opposes the bill 
because of the great expense attached, and 
proposes as a _ substitute some drastic 
railroad laws to fix maximum rates on 
oil and prohibit ._discrimination between 
shippers. 

Meantime, the lobbyists for the Standard 
Oil Co,. with J. E. O’Brien of Ohio at their 
head, are working like tigers for the de-' 
feat of the bill. Rumors of boodle and 
open barrels are floating around in great 
profusion. It is considered likely that 
some of these charges will be investigated 
by the grandjury now in session in Topeka, 
held out by the Standard representatives, 
tives hauled up to give testimony. 


Farmers Standing Firmly. 

In spite of the dictation of the House 
leaders and the substantial inducements 
held out by the Standard representatives, 
it seems likely that the farmer membgrs 
of the House will stand by their colors and 
pass the bill. The fight in the Senate is 
praétically ‘over, The great battle will 
take place in the House. 

A poll of the House made today shows 
that out of 1% members the present line- 
up'is as follows: 

For the state refinery, 74. 

Against the state refinory, #. 

Doubtful, 17. 

In spite of the apparent predominance 
of the state ownership idea, there is a 
good fighting chance for the Standard tn 
the House. The friends of the bill are not 
unanimous in their ideas as to what the 
situation demands. Some believe that the 
state should lease an old independent refin- 
ery at Humboldt, and, with a fund of 
$25,000, experiment for a couple of years 
in the oll refining business before expend- 
ing the vast sume which the Senate has 
voted to appropriate. This is the plan ad- 
vocated by. Gov. Hoch, and up to this time 
the Legislature has been willing to follow 
the governors ideas on all matters of 
legislation. 

There are other members of the House 
who favor a-state refinery, but who de- 
mand in connection with it, as a condition 
to their support. the enactment of the 
railroad lawe which, Speaker Tubbs says, 
will in themselves result in the establish- 
ment of successful: independent refineries. 
Still others think that an appropriation of 
$100,000 is as much as they will be willing 
to advocate. 


Trust’s Agents Busy. 


Taking advahtage of all this confusion of 
sentiment, the Standard Oil Co. is working 
night and day in the statehouse, in the lob- 
bies of the hotels, in the clubs, and even 
at the private boarding houses where the 
members stay, and seems confident that it 
can defeat the passage of the bill, which 
spells ruin to Standard interests in Kan- 
sas. 

There are doubts as to the constitution- 
ality of the proposed state refinery for 
crude Kansas oi]. The constitution forbids 
the state from engaging in competition with 
private business. To avoid this it is pro- 
posed to take advantage of another constil- 
tional provision, which gives the state the 
right to provide employment of any kind 
for its penitentiary convicts. The plan is 
to build a new penitentiary in Chautauqua 
County, in which the of] refinery will be 
established... The opening sentences of the 
Senate refinery bil) are as follows: 

“For the purpose of providing proper em- 
ployment for the convicts confined itn the 
State penitentiary, the warden of the pen- 
itentiary is hereby empowered to purchase 
a suitable site for the crection of a branch 
of the state penitentiary in the County of 
Chautauqua. and 6onstruct, maintain an4 
Operate thereon an oll refinery as a de- 
partment of the state penitentiary, for the 
| refining of crude oil, and to market the 
| Same and its by-products.” , 

Speaking of this bill, Gov. Hoch says: 

“I have grave doubts about the wisdom of 
this proposition, and I would be untrue to 
myself and to the people who have honored 
me if I did not voice these doubts. Able 
lawyers tell me that such an expenditure 
is of more than doubtful Iegality under the 
constitution, which forfdids the estate to 
| engage in private busipess, and of which 
the penitentiary adjunct is so apparent an 
evasion that the courts might, to my the

a desire on the part of its promoters to 
have the state do what our constitution.

“I for one, do not care to assume the 
responsibility for establishing a precedent 
which will make it possible for this state 
and nation to take over any and all com- 
mercial and industrial business which is 
not carried on in the exact way we would 
like to see it carried on.” 

In answer to Speaker Stubbs’ expressed 
fear that the State is verging on social- 
ism, the friends of the refinery say: 

“The. state has already in operation at 
the nitentiary at Leavenworth a bind- 
ing twine plant, established for the pur- 
pose of sa 8 Kansas farmers from the 
grip of the inding twine trust. This 
lant is a success; it has made money for 
he state, and saved hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars to Kansas farmers by 
keeping down the price of binding twine. 
If this system works so well with one 
trust, why not try it on another?’ 

Estimates which have been prepared 
show that with the appropriation of $10,- 
000, the state can build a refinery with a 
daily capacity of 2000 barrels. The annual 
rofits of this plant are estimated as fol- 
Ows:

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HANGED. MURDERER 
S STILL LIVING 


Wore Steel Frame Which Prevent- 
ed His Neck Being Broken 
by the Drop. 


IS NOW A WEALTHY MAN 


Baxter Pate, Legally Executed for 
Murder of Friend, Said to 
Be Alive.

GATE CITY, Va., Feb. 11.—For nearly 
half qa century the people of southwest 
Virginia believed that Baxter” Pate, alias 
McDaniel Rhea, paid the penalty for the 
murder of John Littrell, one of his most 
intimate young men friends, and Pate 
wus hanged on a gallows erected in @ 
hollow of the mountain, southwest of Gate 
City, in Scott County,. Va. 

The murder was committed in.a room 
cf the Central Hotel here, 47 years ago. 
Pate and JAttrell played cards and Litt- 
rell won all of Pate’s money, amounting 
to $0. Pate implored Littrell to return 
part of the money, alleging that he had 


unfairly. Littrell refused, and 
which followed Littrell was 


secured it 
jim the fight 
killed. 

Pate eseaped to North Carolina, his for- 
mer home, but after a few months he was 
secured and brought back, and was tried, 
eonvicted and executed under the name of 
McDaniel Rhea. Soon after the execution 
it was learned that his real name was Bax- 


ter D’ate. 

Pate’s body, immediately after the execu- 
tion, was turned over to his two brothers, 
who departed with it for their home in 


North Carolina. 


Executed: Man Leaves. 


Now comes a strange and very remark- 
able story in connection with the affair, 
related by Elys Lawton, who was born 35 
years ago near Gate City, but who -moved 
to Colorado about 20 years ago. He claims 
that Baxter Pate still lives. and is a rich 
mine owner in Colorado. He says that he 
has been in the employ of Pate for the 
past 10 years. He says, too, that before 
going to Colorado he had often heard of the 
Littrell murder, but that he had always 
understood that the murderer of Littrell 
was McDaniel Rhea. 

Lawton arrived in Scott County, his for- 
mer home, only a few days ago, and was 
discussing the Littrell tragedy with some 
ifriends when some one of them spoke of 
the murderer as Baxter Pate, 
answered to by his former employer. Law- 
ton then, he says, recalled the fact that 
Pate had once confided to him that when a 
young man he had killed one of his friends 
over a card game. He also rememberel 
that Pate had told him all the particulars 
regarding the murder except the place 
where it was committed, and also how 
cleverly he han managed to evade jus- 


tice. 
Steel Frame Saves Him. 


Pate, according to ITawton, suid _ that 
his brothers had manufactured for him a 


small steel frame, which was secretly con- 
veyed to his cell a few days before he was 
Lo he executed. It was worn under his 
clothing the day he was supposed to have 
been executed, and contained hooks which 
fitted into his clothing at the collar, and 
was attached to bands around his body. The 


to prevent his neck from being broken. 

Simulating death, he was immediately 
placed in a coffin by his brothers, who 
started with it to their home in another 
state. When going through the brakes in 
the mountain, about 20 miles from the scene 
of the execution, he was reieased from his 
coffin and made his escape into the moun- 
tain wilderness. 

As if in *-bstantiation of the story told 
by Lawton, .s the fact that the jailer who 
executed Pate, in a dying statement, said 
that Pate still lived, and, further. the doc- 
tor who pronounced Pate dead soon after 
the execution disappeared. If true. this 
would indicate that they both were bribed 
by Pate’s brothers and were connected with 
the sham execution.

Iowa Penitentiary Prisoners Wear 
Garments of Different Hues, 
Showing Behavior.

ANAMOBA, Io., Feb. 11.—Prisoners in the 
State penitentiaries are very sensitive to 
the color of the clothing they wear and 
this fact is shown in the reports for the 
month which have been received by the 
state board of control. 

When a prisoner is admitted he is placed 
in the second grade and is dressed in a 
suit of small red plaid. If he behaves him- 
self for 60 days he is promoted to the first 
grade where he wears a suit of gray of a 
solid color and which is not unlike the 
grey gard of ordinary citizens. If he does 
not behave himself he soon goes down to 
the third grade. where his suit is the regu- 
lation black and white prison bars. 

During the past month there were 14 
who went from the third to the second 
grade by promotion and only two from the 
second to the third.

Mr. Nugent 
Saiu that these men were interested in the 
purchase of the building, but that Mr. An- 
derson or Mr. Wade would have to do the 
talking about the department store enter- 
prise. 

It is said that Mr. Wade, who has just 
returned from New York, interviewed rep- 
resentatives of Siegel, Cooper & Co. while 
there with a view to inducing that firm 
to enter St. Louis.

Dr. Garwald of Coroner’s Office 
Says That Evidence Points to" 
That Sort of Death.

‘NEW LONDON, Mo., Feb. l1.—''Five of 
the most carefully and sciontifically con- 
ducted tests possibic to make, failed to 
show me the slightest indication of mor- 
phine on the viscera of Mrs. Watson.” 

This etatement from Dr. Victor. C. 
Vaughn, the expert toxologist of Michigan 
University, was the clinching biow w.th 
which the defense in the Dr. T. J. Watson 
murder trial, today drove home the strong- 
est and most effective bit of expert testi- 
mony yet delivered in the connection with 
the case. 

Dr. Vaughn, who by reason of his clearly 
defined statements and the simple logic of 
his experiment results, proved an unusually 
strong witness for the defense, told how 
he had conducted an extensive series of 
tests calculated to show traces of mor- 
phine and that every one of them had been 
productive of negative results. 

He stated that the parts of the 
organs and the viscera of the dead woman 
were the best specimens obtainab se, and 
that if any of the drug was to be found in 
the body it would have been in the parts 
he examined. 


Formaldehyde Preserves Poison. 
He also stated emphatically in rebuttal 
of the evidence of witnesses for the state 
that the presence of formaldehyde in the 
body would not tend to destroy traces of 
morphine, but would rather serve to pre-

had shown the presence of morphine, Dr. 
Vaughn stated that there is a germ in the 
intestines that produc °s the same color re- 
suite as the drug. and that the same re- 
sults can also be secured after a person 
has eaten certain fruits or vegetobles.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 11.—‘‘Hist! 
There goes the President's friend.”’ 

It is getting to be an old gag now, but 
ever since the Missouri senatorial contest 
began the politicians have picked out every 
unidentified stranger at the state capital 
aS the personal emissary of President 
Roosevelt. 

Nobody has ever seen the bona fide cre- 
dentials of one of these emissaries, but 
nevertheless they come and go, receive all 
manner of attention while they are here, 
and notwithstanding their mission of peace 
and good will to all Republicans, the sen- 
atorial deadlock is as firm as ever. 

Not a day passes but these idle rumors 
are circulated in the hotel corridors and 
each time they provoke the most confident 
expression that the President, having at 
last taken a hand, the Republican suc- 
cessor of Senator Francis M. Cockrell will 
surely be elected on the next ballot. 

The other day a very handsome and 
rather elderly man, suave in manner and 
gurbed much after the fashion of a revival- 
ist, stood in the corridor of one of the 
leading hotels, picking his teeth comp a- 
cently and viewing sharply the afmy of 
politicians, 

“That's him, said a breathless individual, 
pointing to the stranger. 

“Who,” asked a dozen, excitedly. 
“Why, the man Roosevelt sent here to 
whip the bolters into line,’’ volunteered 
the informant, confidentia:ly and in whis- 
pered tones.

GHASTLY MASSACRES 
REPORTED IN POLAND

BERLIN, Feb. 11.—This city is filled with 
rumors of ghastly massacres in the Polish 
provinces on the Russian-German frontier: 
It is impossible to verify these reports, as 
the Russian authorities only permit the 
censorized versions of the occurrences to 
get on the wires. 

The Polish city of Lodz is again in chaos. 
There was more shooting in the streets 
last night. Several were killed and 150; 
wounded, according tc the officia: report, 
but unofficial figures trefre tne casualties. 
The. soldiers fired in the darkness, as no

i street lamps were lighted. Towards mid- 


night there was fighting in eight different 
districts of the city at the same time. 

Troops are pouring in from Warsaw, as

NEW BEER STAMPS COMING 


Those in Conformation With New 
Schedule Ordered—Governor 
Has No Right to Parole. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 11—At- 
torney-General Hadley is working on a 
plan by which the members of the Legisla- 
ture will not have to wait for their pay 
until after the appropriation bills are 
passed. 

In an opinion given to the state treasurer 
he has decided that it was a technical vio- 
lation of the constitution to pay out any 
money unless it was on an appropriation 
by the Legislature. Heretofore the state 
treasurers have anticipated an appropria- 
tion and have paid the bills of the General 
Assembly before the appropriation was 
made. 

There is an apparent conflict in the differ- 
ent provisions of thé constitution and Mr. 
Hadley is trying to reconcile the repug- 
nant sections, to the end that the pres- 
ent stringency in the legislative money 
market may not again occur. . 
Attorney-General Hadley has also ren- 
dered an opinion to State Treasurer Gme- 


lich that new beer stamps can be printed to 
conform to a new schedule prepared by 
Beer Inspector Crenshaw. 

Stamps were prepared two years ago, on 
the basis of 2 gallons in a barrel of beer, 
but the inspector finds that a barrel con- 
tains only 31 gallons. Attorney-General 
Hadley ruled that the stamp should be 
changed to correspond with the actual 
number of gallons contained in each keg. 
The ruling will not materially affect the 
state revenues, but will facil.tate the work 
of inspection. The beer inspection law was 
attacked by the different brewers of the 
state, and an appeal! of the case was taken 
to the Supreme Court of the United States, 
where it is now pending.

SCHOOL TEACHERS ON STRIKE 


Refuse to Scrub Floors and Wash 
Windows as Part of 
Their Work,

COLUMBUS, Ohio.. Feb. 8.—State School 
Commissioner Jones is advised by 8S. R. 
Booher, clerk of the Dundee (Tuscarawas 
County) board of education, that the teach- 
ers are on strike. He wants to know what 
shall be done with the fractious school 
ma’'ams. 

Clerk Booher says the teachers wil] not 
continue with their work because the board 
wants them to do janitor work, and they 
refuse to soil their hands washing windows 
and scrubbing. 

School Commissioner Jones’ sympathies 
are wholly with the teachers. He takes it for 
granted that they are handsome and lovely 
but whether they are or not the strike 
will not be of long duration, for the com- 
missioner points out section 4017 of the 
new school code which provides that teach- 
ers cannot be hired by the day, as is being 
done in Dundee, but that the contracts 
must be for the entire school vear. 

Again he calls the board's attention to 
the section following which says that 
teachers shall not do janitor work unless 
paid extra for it. The department is of 
the opinion that the board is too econom- 
local, and there are reasons to believe that 
it is not carrying out the letter of the law 
as laid down in the code.

the game that day, but serving notice that 
in the future it must’ be stopped. 

“TI have never seriously contemplated a 
crusade against the ladies’ card parties, 
and it is not my intention to do so, but if 
anyone wants to make a complaint against 
éuch affairs I shall certainly push the 
prosecution of the matter with all the 
vigor I possess. And, the eminent justice 
to the contrary notwithsanding, I would 
expect to make a good case. Mr. Ricks’ 
opinion that the playing of cards for prizes 
is not gambling for the reason that there 
is no possibility of any of the players los- 
ing anything, the prize being provided by 
the hostess, not agree with my un- 
derstanding of the statute.

He will be put in 
school, starting this afternoon, and will 
live at the Newsboys’ home, where he will 
be constantly under supervision. This 
evening he begins work &s a newsboy and 
tonight enjoys a treat, as “‘Mogy”’ takes 
several of the boys to the theater. 

Albert is enthusiastic over his new pros- 
pects, and seemed to be several degrees 
nearer a man as he started off to school 
in company with “Mogy,”’ who gave the 
matter his persunal attention, than he did 
when he went into the courtroom in the 
morning. 

‘The lad’s benefactor took him out to a 
clothing store and fitted him out with an 
entire new outfit from the home fund.

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A “GREAT DISCOVERY” IN PALESTINE 

In the account of the latest researches in Palestine, re 
cently published by Prof. A. H. Sayce, there is a report 
of remarkable developments, showing that the country was 
highly organized before the Jewish exodus from Egypt. 

In digging into the lowest layers of ruins at Taanach, one 
of the towns of the people who were conquered and ex- 
terminated by the Hebrews, there was made what Prof. 
Sayce rightly calls a “great discovery.’’ In an inner cham- 
ber of the governor’s house was found the “town library 
and bookcase.”” The case consisted of a-chest of terra-cotta 
and the books of clay tablets written in thé cuneiform char- 
acter of Babylon. Similar records have been found in other 
towns. They relate usually to collecting money and to 
war. Oné of them is a “muster roll of the local militia.” 
They show that the country was then well organized under 
the Babylonish system, that reading and writing were 
taught and that the official class kept records, wrote letters 
and in a general way were educated along lines of literary 
cultivation such as are still followed. In the lowest ruins of 
the ancient town of Gezer, the relics were those of the 
‘“‘troglodyte,’’ or cave man. No less than six cities, one built 
on the site of the other after it had been captured and de- 
stroyed by successive invasions, are often revealed by the 
excavations now in progress.

Beggs to observe. 

For be it known that John I. Beggs is the 
street railway expert of the North Ameri- 
can Co.; and that when it takes over 
the United Railways system his ideas 
alone will be used in the operation of the

Mr. Beggs’ private office is separated 
from the public hailway only by one other 
small office occupied by his stenographer. 
His own office is severely plain in its fur- 
nishings. Its only decorations are pictures 
and placards relative to the street railway 
business. 

“IT have an abiding faith in the future 
of St. Louis,” said Mr. Beggs. ‘I believe 
when the next census is taken that she 
will have a population of a million. I have 
had faith in St. Louis for twenty years.. 

“But the street car system of St. Louis 
is not now what it should be. If we should 
take over the property and there is a 
probability, I may say a strong probability, 
that we will, we would not expect to make 
any money on it for five years. We would 
put all the net profits in that time into im- 
provements.”’ 

“What manner 
was asked. 

“Well, I can’t tell that,” he _ replied, 

again resuming his seriousness of expres- 
sion. “It will be time enough to tell ex- 
actly what we will do with the property 
after we get it. But I don’t mind saying 
that we will apply the same system to its 
operation that we now employ in Milwau- 
kee. 
“Here we try to provoke the people to 
ride by making the service so attractive 
they will like to ride. We furnish abso- 
lutely clean cars, warm in winter. Our 
conductors are polite. In fact, we do every- 
thing to get all the nickels we can. 

I will say, furthermore, that what 

promises I make I keep and the people of 
Milwaukee will bear me out. 
“I know conditions are not perfect in 
St. Louls. If we didn’t think there was 
room for improvement and that we could 
supply the improvement we shouldn't want 
the system. We're not philanthropists. 
Understand that. 


His St. Louis Experiences. 

“I know, for instance, that the Broadway 
line is far from what it should be. More 
care are needed on that line. Then the 
cars should be opened at both ends. I 
remember once being in the front end of a 
Broadway car, which was very crowded. I 
wanted to get out at Pine street to go to 
the Planters’ Hotel. If there had been a 
front entrance I could have done so. As 
it was, I was carried eight blocks beyond 
my destination before I could squeeze 
through to the back _ platform. That 
should not be. 

‘In Milwaukee that could not occur. 
Here every car has a front as well as a 
rear exit. We encourage the people to en- 
ter every car from the front and leave it 
by the rear door. The people of Milwaukee 
have been educated to do this now and it 
adds wonderfully to the comfort and con- 
venience of passengers. 

“Should I be elected president of the 
United Railways company, I, of course, 
would apply the same idea there. 

“TI would apply, also, the idea we have 
here of ‘moving toward the center of the 
car.’ We have signs requesting persons 
when they get in a car to move toward the 
center and leave a passage way open to- 
werd both ends and also on both platforms. 

“We encourage the use of the front as 
much as the rear platform by the passen- 
gers. We also allow smoking on the front 
as well as the rear platform. 

“Our conductors are instructed to say 
‘please,’ whenever they ask a passenger for 
a fare. This rule is strictly insisted on. 
No rudeness is tolerated for a moment. I 
tell conductors and motormen to remember 
that every act of their's js an act of mine, 
that Iam responsible and that I want them 
to do nothing that they would not do if I 
were there.”’

| Mr. Beggs was asked specifically if he 
contemplated any changes in St, Louis rel- 
ative to increasing the number of cars on 
the ‘north and south St. Louis lines. 

He was told of the complaint that the 
Cars running to the western pari of the 
city are much more numerous and much 
cleaner and better equipped t(.an those g0- 
ing north and south. 

“I am glad you mentioned that,” said he. 
“Anyone in Milwaukee will tell you that 
our service here is equitabie. My idea in 
St. Louls would be the same. In fact, our 
general plan would be to liberalize and 
| broaden the methods of serving the pub- 
ic. We would apply the only system we 
have—the same system we have applied to 
the Laclede and Union companies—try to 
get the Greatest return by giving the best 
service.’ 

In Milwaukee, where Mr. Beggs soatrets 
ali the electric lighting as well as all the 
street railways, power for both lighting 
and railways is generated in the same 
power houses. There are three of them. 

Mr. Beggs was asked what effect on the 
railroad power houses the absorption of 
the United Railways by the North Amer- 
ican would thave. | 

“It would do away with two of the Unit- 
ed Railways’ power houses,’"’ he replied. 
“They have four, I believe. I cant say 
which two would be done away with. 


McCulloch Will Remain. 


“Incidentally, J wish to say that if 
become the head of the street railway sys- 
tem in St. Louis,-I will retain Capt. Rob- 
ert McCulloch and his son, Richard McCul- 
loch. They are both good men. I will not 
remove my residence from Milwaukee. 

“But, as I was going to say, we can sup- 
ply a large amount of the necessary power 
for the streat’ railway system from the 
Union plant at Ashley street. That is 
one of the largest electric power plants in 
the world. It will have before the end of 
this year,.a 50,000 horse-power capacity, and 
it is planned subsequently to double that 
capacity. We're spending several million 
dollars on that plant. 

‘“‘In our business,”’’ he went on. ‘“‘Changes 
must be made gfadually. That's the way 
they’ll be done in St. Louls, if we take 
over the railways, gradually and scientific- 
ally. 

“We don't use a brass band in doing our 
work. We have made more changes in 
St. Louis in the gas and electric lighting 
matters than many people realize. 

“Within the last two years we have 
called in contracts for electric lighting 
that had from one to three years to run 
at 15. 20 and 25 cents a 1000-kilowatt hour 
and hhave voluntarily reduced the price on 
these contracts to 12 cents, our basis rate. 
Three thdusand of these contracts have 
been changed and lowered since August. 
We did so because we believed that is the 
best way to safeguard our investment, and 
we made the reductions, too, in addition 
to our schedule of discounts. 

‘We also made reductions in gas rates, 
from 80 to 60 cents a thousand for heaung 
purposes, to consumers who used over a 
certain amount annually. We shave fitted 
up thousands of homes in St. Louis with 
gas fixtures without cost, the only require- 
ment being that they should use one dol- 
lar’s worth of gas each month for a year. 

“Then we have spent a million dollars 
equalizing the pressure in St. Louis so that 
we can serve gas all over the city. For- 
merly the conditions were such that you 
could hardly see the gas in some sections 
of St. Louis after it was lighted. 

“We expect to extend the ‘power feature 
of our business in St. Louis and it. may 
prove more important than our lighting 
business. We expect to furnish {it at such 
low prices that all small dealers will be 
able to use it. 

“As everybody in St. 
are now selling stoves. There are now 
35,000 gas stoves tn St. Louis where there 
were less than 10,000 probably when we en- 
tered the fleld a few years ago. We have 
made reductions in price that have made 
gas stoves popular.”’ 

Mr. Beggs does not control or operate 
the gas company in Milwaukee. But he 
has, his hands full, nevertheless. 

According to his own figures, he has in 
charge 150 miles of street railway in Mil- 
waukee limits and 200 miles within a ra- 
dius of 35 miles. The combined mileage 
about equals that of the United Railways.

DANGER OF COLLAPSE 
FROM “GRAB-ALL” PLAN

Too Much of the Sport, Unseemly Squabbles and Opera- 
tion of Majority of Tracks Solely to Make Money, 


Are Likely to Lead to Disaster. 


The racing game in America seems in 
danger of a serious collapse. In New 
York, tn Kentucky, in Tennessee, in Louis- 
lana, in Illinois, in Arkansas and in Mis- 
sourl the foundations of the systems ap- 
pear to be giving way. The causes are 
manifold, 

The multi-millionaire owners of race- 
tracks in New York are squabbling over 
the question of dates and leaving them- 
selves open to attack by the enemies of 
the sport, 

In the middle West the situation Is even 
worse. The Western and American Jookey 
Clubs have locked horns, and the result 
may mean financial disaster to one of 
them. 

It is not so much the public mania for the 
Same that is at fault as the wolfish and 
“grab-all” spirit of the owners of race- 
tracks who want to “get-rich-quick,’’ and 
whose ideas of racing are generally based 
on the size of the dividends that they re- 
ceive from the sport. 


Too Much Racing. 


Besides this there is too much racing. 

Six months of it in any one community 
eannot fall to be wearisome and demoral- 
izing to those who support it. A 80-day 
well regulated meeting should be the lim- 
it for every track, and this policy, if faith- 
fully carried out, could not fail to purify 
and elevate the sport. 

The fate of Monmouth Park, and Gutten- 
berg and Gloucester and Clifton and Linden 
in New Jersey should be a saiutary warn- 
ing to racetrack owners throughout the 
United States. These tracks were killed by 
a plethora of the sport and by unseemly 
disputes about a division of the spoils. 

The sameé condition exists in Chicago to- 


- disorganized and the prey to men who have

Whatever of public odium rests on the 


“sport of kings’’ has been brought on by 
avarice, The vast majority of race tracks 
in America are operated solely with a de- 
sire to make money. There are, of course, 
some notable exceptions to this rule. 

Among those may be mentioned Wash- 
ington Park, Chicago, and Churchill 
Downs, Louisville, whose affairs have al- 
ways been conducted with the promotion of 
the thoorughbred interests as their main 
object, and if they incidentally made 
money it was because of public tribute to 
the integrity of the game. 

The Washington P racetrack was or- 
Banizea in 18% and Bl that time its 
meeting hay been limited to 2% days in 
each season. It prospered not because it 

ve rich stakes and purses, but simply 

cause it was conducted along lines to 
which there could be no reasonable or valid 
objection. 


Craze for Profits. 

The cragé for racetrack profits have been 
incredible in the last 15 years. 

Louisiana, Arkansas, Missouri, Tennes- 
see, Illinois. New York, California, Ohio, 
Kentucky and some other states in a less- 
er degree, have gone into the business to- 
talyl unproportioned to the public demand 
for the game. 

The con uences is that it hag been 
overdone and the hereditary enemies of 
racing are now on the qui vive, vigilant 
and uncompromising, to give it its eath 
blow. 


It may weather the present storm, but 
unless a different policy is adopted by rac- 
ing interests in merica, the thorough- 
bred will be a natural curiosity hard to 
find. 

The growth of moral sentiment against 
excessive racing has been steadily gaining 
strength in recent years. Most people are 
in favor of a good breed of horses, Sut 
there is a much larger number in favor of 
a d breed of men. 

Thatever evil there may be in racing 
can be minimized by short seasons. It is 
hardly debatable that the sport is a noble 
one, and, with reasonable limitations, can 
be made ‘enjoyable public time. The 
demand for its total abolition is neither 
widespread nor popular. 

There is no doubt that it was never in a 
more precarious condition than it-is in to- 
day, and if it is to survive the buffetings 
of the pulpit it must trim its sails to the 
breezé-and adopt some other tack that 


may waft it into a more secure anchorage.

Philadelphia Fighter. Says That

He Will Retire. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 11.—‘One more year of 
fighting and then I will retire from the 
ring to practice law.’’ That is the an- 
nouncement made by Jack O’Brien of Phil- 
adelphia just before sailing for’ Bermuda. 

O’Brien can well afford to retire from the 
ring, and what is more he is not compelled 
to do any stunts before the bar of justice. 
O’Brien probably is one of the wealthiest 
pugilists in the world. He has large real 
estate holdings in Philadelphia. 

During the past three years he is said to 
have made over $60,000. His profits last 
year alone amounted to over $17,000. He 
engaged in 17 battles last year, and only 
one of them went over six rounds, that 
being the 15-round affair with Mike Shreck 
in St. Louis, 

O’Brien won all his battles without much 
hard work, except those with Tommy 
Ryan, Kid McCoy, Bob Fitzsimmons and 
Jolin Willie, which weré declared draws. 

It may be interesting to know that since 
O’Brien made his debut in public in a six- 
round affair with Isadore Strauss on Deo. 
12, 1896, in Philadelphia, he has fought 138 
battles, and in all these struggles for su- 
premacy only one decision was given 
against him.

Developments in the Local Finan- 
cial World Stimulate a More 
Active Speculation. 


FOREIGN CAPITAL HERE. 


Control of Local Property Totaling 
$111,000,000 Passes to East- 
ern Financiers. 

BY RALPH O. JOHNSON. 


No stronger prouf to demonstrate the ex- 
cellent position occupied by securities rep- 
resenting the business enterprises in this 
city need be Lrought to public notice than 
the happenings in the local financial world 
in the past two weeks, for these have been 
of sufficient weight to convince the most 
skeptical that in the eyes of the outside 
world St. Louis is being looked to as 
a great investment center. This is shown 
in the tendency being displayed at the 
present time by foreign capital to seek in- 
vestrient in this city and to absorb many 
of the leading business enterprises. 

In the past two weeks the complete con- 
trol of the Union Electric Light and Power 


Co., aS well as the entire holdings in the 
Laclede Gas Light Co., have passed into 
the hands of eastern capitalists in the 
North American Co., and following the 
transfer of these valuable properties comes 
the sale of the United Railways Co. to the 
same interests, as it is generaliy admitted 
that only the minor details of this impor- 
tant deal remain to be closed. ‘This means 
that in the past two weeks control of prop- 
erties in this city to the extent of $111,000,- 
00 have been transferred to outside 
sources. This in itself is a striking illus- 
tration of the growing favor with which 
Outside capita] looks upon permanent in- 
vestments in this city, and indicates only 
brightness for local securities in general in 
the not distant future. For years St. Louls 
has been locked upon with an adverse eye 
by the eastern financiers, but it is apparent 
that the awakening is at hand, and in the 
near future it is extremely probable that 
many of our leading banks and trust com- 
panies, as well as our mercantile and in- 
dustrial enterprises, will be largely domi- 
nated by the leading capitalists of the 
ast. 

In the past few days the report has also 
been prevalent in the financial district that 
Chicago houses in the interests of the 
Swifts of that city have been large buyers 
of the stock of the Commonweaith ‘l'rust 
Co., ahd although no ofncial verification 
of this report is to be had, the rise in the 
stock has in the financial district’ been at- 
tributed to this report. 

On Wall street gers have been general- 
ly wel, maintained, although the many un- 
certainties in the situation as regards the 
Stuck market has kept the trading largely 
in the hands of the professional element. 

‘he raiiroad rate legislation before the 

resent Congress is one of the factors that 

Vall street would rather see eliminated. 
And the ease with which prices rise on all 
reports that nothing along these lines will 
be indulged in at the present session shows 
that this feature is decidedly a factor in 
the fu.ure price movement. The concensus 
of opinion on this important question at 
the present time is that the Dill will find 
its death in the Senate, now that it has 
passed the House, but in the latter part 
of the week stocks were sold to a lower 
level on the rong nes f that the President's 
influence might be of sufficient weight to 
force the Senate to pass this- bill at the 
present session. 

Wall street jumps to the conclusion that 
with the present session closed without 
this legislation belng passed that stocks 
wil] advance under the influence of a pub- 
lic buying movement, but just why this be- 
lief should prevail is not apparent as this 
important phase of the market situation, 
if postponed at present, must be encoun- 
tered in the not distant future and from 
the present activity of the President it is 
plain that legislation along these lines not 
favored by the railroad interests will ulti- 
mately be enforced. On this account it +s 
hard to see just why Wall street looks on 
the non-passage of this legislation at the 
present time as a bull card, unless it its 
that it gives the financial interests in con- 
trol of the securities market at the present 
time the opportunity to market a long line 
of securities before this phase of the mar- 
pet Situation again becomes an. active 
ssue. 

Another unfavorable feature of the mar- 
ket situation and one that is being made 
light of at the present time by. eastern 
financiers is the money market. The erlod 
of the year between Jan. 1 and April 1 is 
as is well known the most deceptive 
period of the entire year in the money 
market. The demands for moving the en- 
tire crop of the country have been met 
aud money has returned to the full extent 
of the movement to New York City. 

Funds on this account can be kept at 
an abnormally easy rate by the lead- 
ing financial institutions of New York 
and this is alwaye done if securities are 
to bb marketed.

But the question to be considered by the 
conservative investor is what the con- 
ditions of the money market will be after 
the period of light demand has passed 
around April 1, and what interest rates 
will be from that time on.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex.. Feb. 11.—The ob- 
ject of the recent visit of a number of 
Japanese commissioners to Texas was ex- 
plained in an interview with B. F. Yoa- 
kum. chairman of the board of the Frisco 
and president of the Gulf Coast Line. 

In the opinion of Mr. Yoakum the visit 
of the Japanese will be productive of a 
great industry in Texas—silk growing and 
silk manufacture.

Garrett, a prominent railway official. Mr. 
Garrett, who is the chief operating offi- 
¢gial of the Cincinnati, New Orleans & 
Wexas Pacific railroad and who entered on 
his railway career in St. Louls as an em- 
gloye of the Terminal Railway Association, 
is now in St. Louis, having arrived in his 
private car after a journey of 6000 miles 
over Mexican railways. 

Discussing his impressions of the country 
Mr. Garrett said the policy of the Mexican 
government is pronouncedly that of en- 
couragement of American and English en- 
terprise. 

“In New Orleans, some years ago,”’ he 
said, “the municipality, by charter author- 
ity, exenfpted ail new manufacturing en- 
terprises frum taxation for 10 years.

They were met within a mile of the 
Leekay place, Mr. Hamilton states, by 
Hannibal Tanner, who is alleged to have 
told them that Dr. Perdue was all right 
now and everything wus settled.

The defense, far. has been 
silence. Mrs. Perdue, acting under the 
instruction of Judge Divelbliss, one of the 
most adroit lawyers of the Missouri bar, 
has refused to testify both at the cor. 
oner’s inquest and at her preliminary 
trial. 

‘fet them present their case fully, I am 
willing,” said Judge Divelbliss, smiling. 

“After they have shot thelr ammunition 
it will be time to load our gun.’ 

“Mrs. Perdue innocent. She dd not 
kill her husband. Her acquittal ts sure.” 

That a startling denouemert to the case 
will come, Richmond citizens feel sure 
Many believe that Dr. Perdue’s murderer 
may be pointed out and his wife proven 
innocent. 

Mr. Leakey at the preliminary trial testi- 
fied as follows:

A steady stream of Russian deserters has been’ 
pouring into St. Louis. They have in most cases 
brought their uniforms with them. They repre- 
sent all arms of the military service and include 
non-commissioned officers and cadets. Some of 
the tales they tell are of a thrilling character. 
Hundreds have been shot while trying to es- 
eape, while others have been captured and sub- 
jected to the most brutal punishment. 

Not all of the deserters now in St. Louis, how- 
ever, took their lives in their hands. They frank- 
ly tell how they bought their way out, paying so 
much down for a pass that took them beyond the 
frontier, issued by a ring said to include officers 
of the highest rank. From the stories told in 
St. Louis the Russian army is rotten to the core, 
the corruption covering the pay and rations of the 
men as well as the infliction of punishment and 
being highly organized to facilitate desertion.

We would learn something of the restless currents, something of the temperature and humidity in regions 
inaccessible to man, as well as of the reoton in which he lives. We would know something of the climate of 
the region ten miles above the earth and how it compares with the climate of other regions. We would 
know to what height in the atmosphere the influence of ocean and continent extends. We would know whether 
the annual and daily changes of temperature felt at tne earth’s surface are also measurable at great 
heights. We would know the condition under which storms originate; whenee and in what manner comes 
the driving snow and pelting rain; what are the conditions which cause them and what prevent them. From 
thin bodies of cold air which rush along the surface

of this kind is what is sought by the balloon work. 


spring, which straightens out under the influence of eold. 
This spring controls a point by means of a lever, and the 
point makes temperature records on the lamp-black. 

The barometric indicator is a crescent-shaped vacuum 
tube. As~the height increases the atmospheric pressure 
is diminished and this causes the vacuum tube to straighten 
out, as does the steel-spring temperature indicator, con- 
trolling a point which makes records on the lamp-blacked 
aluminum indicator. 

When the recording instruments are recovered, after the 
balloon has fallen back-to earth, the cylinder on which 
the records have been made is straightened out \into a 
flat sheet and treated to a fixing bath. This makes its 
records as perinanert as a photograph, Then, to ascertain 
under just what conditions the various humidity, tempera- 
ture and barometric records were made, it is only neces- 
sary to subject another cylinder to artificial cold. to cre- 
ate a vacuum and to develop humidity conditions until the 
same points are registered on this second cylinder. The 
temperature records thus far secured, ranging from 50 to 
80 devrees below zero, exceed those obtained by Dr. Berson 
of Berlin in 1901, whose balloon attained a height of six 
miles.
